‘Never believe—as I have never 
helieved—that the British are going 
to fail. I do not consider them to 
le a nation of cowards, I know that 
lefore they accept defeat every soul 
in Britain will be sacrificed. They 
may be defeated, and they may 
leave you just as they left the people 
of Burma, Malaya and other places, 
with the idea of recapturing lost 
ground when they can. That may 
be their military strategy, but sup- 
posing they leave us, what happens 
to us? In that case Japan will 
come here. The coming in of Japan 
will mean the end of China and, 
perhaps, of Russia, too. 

India. he said, could show her 
real grit and valour only when the 
fight became its own fight. 


FREEDOM'S PRICE 


“Ae shall get our freedom by 
fighting. It cannot fall from the 
skies. I know full well that the 
British will have to give us free- 
dom when we have made sufficient 
gacrifices and proved our strength.’’ 

“There are people who do not 
mind the advent of the Japancse. 
To them, perhaps, it would mean 
a change of wasters... But it is 
a dangerous thing. 4 must, 
remove it from your minds 

Dr. Avad (the President said the 
new resolution meant: Let us have 
a declaration of Indian independence 
forthwith and we, on ouf part, will 
immediately enter into a treaty of 
alliance with the united nations for 
the gole purpose of fighting and 
winning this war. This is the crux 
of our demand, and there is no need 
unnecessarily to cloud the issue by 
raising fears of anarchy and chaos. 

Speaking of Sir Stafford Cripps’s 
latest statement, Dr. Azad said: It 
is absurd to suggest that we want 
anarchy and the complete absence of 
Government in the country, What 


we want the British and American 
Armies to Jeave India. The slogan 

Quit India “ means nothing more 
and nothing less than the complete 
transfer of power to Indian hands 
Whatever we have to do on both 
sides let us do it now. | 

He emphasised that once inde- 
pendence was obtained, whoever was 
capable of taking power would do so 

It may he,” he said. “that people 
will decide to place the power, for 
instance, in the hands of the Parsees- 
or any other group or party may be 
entrustea with the power. It mav 
he that the power will be given to 
those whose names are never heard 
in Congress.”’ 


“ IN FULL ENMITY ” 
Pandit Nehru, moving the Work- 
ing Committee’s resolution, expressed 
surprise-at the opposition in Britain 
and America to the Congress demand 
for freedom. ‘‘ The British Govern- 
ment to-day,’’ he declared, “is in 
full enmity with the Indian people, 
and with the Indian demand for 
freedom. The fact is patent to me, 
that the British Government. and. 
for certain, the Government of India. 
think of the Indian National Con- 
gress as enemy number one. 

“The British Government, as at 
present constituted, could never 
really think in terms of advancing 
the cause of Indian freedom unless 
the entire character of that Govern- 
ment is changed.” He was positive 
it would be better for India to cut 
herself off from. such a Government, 
and set about the defence of India 
in the right manner. 

Mr. Vallahabai Patel, seconding 
the resolution, referred to American 
sympathy for India and India’s case, 
and asked what these sympathisers 
were doing when Mr. Churchill, after 
signing the Atlantic Charter, ex- 
plained that India was excluded from 
it.

FAST UNTO DEATH 

Mr. Gandhi is understood to have 
consulted members at this morning’s 
meeting of -the Congress Working 
Committee as to whether they would 
approve of his starting a “' fast unto 
death,” if it became necessary. Most 
of the members advised against it 
in the present state of his health, but 
eventually this decision was left to 
Mr. Gandhi himself. 

Mr. M. A. Jinnah, President of 
the Moslem League, said to-day that 
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a National Government could not be 
accepted by the Moslems, as it would 
mean the ‘‘ruling out of their 
demand for Pakistan, and imply 
their submission to a Hindu Raj as 
a national sub-group.” 


TALKS AND VIEWS 


Efforts still are being made to 
bring about a meeting between Mr. 
Gandhi and Mr. Jinnah, President of 
the Moslem League, but so far there 
Is no sign of any immediate result, 
both Mr. Rajagopachari, ex-Premier 
of Madras, and Sir Tej Bahadur 
Sapru, Liberal Leader, have been 
pressing Mr. Gandhi to establish 
such direct contact. But the Con- 


gress Working Committee is 
reported to be opposed to the 
meeting. 


The call by Dr. Syed Abdul Latif, 
one. of the formulators of the 
Pakistan’? scheme for an imme- 
diate Congress-Moslem Peace, has 
attracted the attention of Congress 
leaders. In an exchange of letters 
with Dr. Azad and with Pandit 
Nehru, designed to clarify certain 
Moslem doubts, Dr. Latif has ob- 
tained an assurance that if represen- 
tatives of Congress and the Mos- 
lem League meet they will be free 
to discuss all points of view, pro- 
posals and suggestions, without. re- 
striction, subject to ratification of 
whatever decision is reached by the 
respective parties. 

_ Congress favours a federal form of 
Govermnent, with complete autonomy 
for the federating units, the resi- 
duary powers to be vested in the 
federating units, and its members 
say that this definition goes a long

FOREIGN BODIES 
IN FOOD CASE 
WOMAN FOR TRIAL 


RS. ANNIE BLACKMORE, 
M “ Wynston,”’ Churchtown, 

Dublin, who appeared again 
vesterday before District Justice 
McCann, Dublin, was returned for 
trial on bail to the Circuit (Criminal) 
Court, charged with: having, on 
November 26 last year, attemptted to 


obtain money from Frank Forshaw, 


trading as ‘‘Allens,’’ 24 Orwell road, 
Rathgar, Dublin, by pretending that 
she found a piece of steel in brown 
bread, which she stated she bought 


from him, and that the steel pierced | 


the roof of her mouth, as a con- 
sequence of which she was unable to 
eat properly, and suffered from 
shock. 

Last six ‘Witnesses 
gave evidence of the receipt of 
Jetters from Mrs. Blackmore com- 
plaining that her mouth had been 
injured by foreign bodies in food 
purchased in their premises. 

Among the witnesses examined 
yesterday was Mrs. Annie Fitz- 
patrick Rialto Buildings, who sa:d 
that, before March, 1941, she and 
Mrs. Blackmore had lived in 
opposite houses in Dromard road, 
Drimnagh. Mrs. Blackmore never 
had mentioned to her that her 
mouth had been hurt by anything 
in her food, but she had told her 
about finding a worm in oatmeal. 

Two traders gave evidence of 
small payments made to Mrs, Black- 
more following complaints of foreign 
bodies in articles of food purchased 
in their shops. Evidence was also 
given by Mr. N. McLaughlin, solici- 
tor, of a letter from Mrs. Blackmore 
regarding pains which, she alleged, 
were caused by chips of enamel in 
a tin of cooked peas. The firm 
that made up the peas refused to 
admit responsibility, and Mrs. 
Blackmore did not proceed with her 
claim.

| STOCK OF BLOOD 
FOR THE NATION 


ARMY’S GREAT WORK

RISH soldiers are building up 
a stock of blood to be held in 
store against the needs of the 
nation. | 
After long and arduous prepara- 
tion and exploratory work, including 
the designing and creation of 
apparatus, blood serum which can 
be stored for two years is being pre- 


pared, for the first time in this 
country, by the Army Medical 
Service, working in conjunction 


Council. 

In a special section of St. Bricin’s 
Hospital, Dublin, where the produc- 
tion of the serum is now going on, 
it is intended to build up a ‘‘ bank ”' 
of, at least; 200 pints of serum for 
transfusing, and when this has been 
accomplished the task of creating 
stocks for the city hospitals, and 
later, for the larger hospitals in the 
country, will be undertaken. 


SAFETY AND SUCCESS 


Up to now, in this country, blood 
transfusion, which is very necessary 
in the majority of cases of shock, 
has been confined to whole blood— 


blood taken from a donor and 
immediately transfused to the 
patient in its normal condition. 
Therapeutic science has been 


striving for years to obtain a sub- 
stance in the form of blood which 
could be placed on tap, so to speak, 
and used when it became necessary. 
For obvious reasons these efforts 
have been most intensive’ in 
belligerent countries, where it was 
urgently essential to treat large 
numbers of patients under difficult 
and adverse conditions. ‘Treatment 
of whole blood with sodium citrate 
and glucose enabled the storage of 
what became known as plasmic blood 
for a period of from 14 to 21 days, 
but it was not considered safe to 
use it after 10 days. In America, 
a drying process was perfected, but 
the equipment needed to produce 
dried blood was extremely expen- 
sive. The advance to the pro- 
ducer of serum, however, obviated 
this expense, and made available a 
Llood substance which not merely 
could be stored for a long period 
against emergency, but also could 
be administered under the most 
adverse conditions with the maxi- 
mum safety and success in over- 
coming the condition of shock. 

The work of St. Bricin’s is carried 
out In special apartments, con- 
structed in a manner which precludes 
the possibility of infection, and when 
the blood is taken from the donor it 
passes through a filtration “candle,” 
which excludes all solid matter, clots, 
corpuscles, and some fats, leaving a 
clear, amber-coloured liquid, which 
can be stored under a low tempera- 
ture, and which, when transfused, 
restores full blood pressure to the 
patient, overcomes shock, and en- 
ables, if necessary, an almost imme- 
diate operation for physical injury. 
A distinct advantage in the use of 
serum is provided by the neutralising 
effect of the treatment, so that three 
of the four types of blood—the 
universal is not tapped—can be used 
to make a composite substance suit- 
able for all blood classes. 


MANY DONORS 


The blood that is going to build 
up Ireland’s reserve against emer- 
gency is being supplied voluntarily 
by the young men in the Army, who 
receive. in return for the pint taken 
from each man nothing more than a 
cup of tea. In four weeks the ser- 
vice has had fifty donors, and could 
have dealt with many more if it were 
considered a very urgent matter, 


UNFIT CLARE SCHOOLS 
“ SHOCKING,” SAYS DOCTOR 


““ Some are in ‘ a shocking state of 
neglect,’ and are fit only for demolli- 
tion; others suffer from chimneys 
which do not draw properly, from 
faulty water supplies, from primitive 
sanitary annexes, from small and 
hadly-lit classrooms, and from play- 
grounds forever covered in slush.”’ 

This is Dr, G. P. McCarthy’s view 
of school premises in Clare, as ex- 
pressed in his report for 1941. 
An analysis of. his investiga- 
tion reveals that, out of 
buildings inspected, there are only 
18 schools about which the School 
Medical Officer has no complaints. 
Of the remainder, nine are either 
totally unsuitable for schoo] build- 
ings or in such a bad state of repair 
that demolition is the only cure; and 
nine new schools will be needed. 
Most of the schools need re- 
decoration, and a large proportion 
require attention to fire-places, the 
water supplies, sanitary arrange- 
ments and playgrounds. 

An official in the Department of 
Education, discussing the problem 
yesterday with an Irish Times 
reporter, said that in the present. 
emergency very little can be done to 
repair or replace these buildings 
owing to the shortage of materials 
and the difficulties of transport. 
“The most we can do,” he con- 
tinued. ‘‘is to keep going until 
normal conditions return.”

CIVIL AERODROMES 
MORE BODIES MOVE 


Waterford Corporation, Drogheda 
Corporation, Tralee Urban Council, 
and the Meath County Council are 
among the local authorities which, 
the Jrish Times learns, have made 
provision for civil aerodromes to 
meet post-war flying developments. 

There is no work being done on 
these aerodromes at the moment. 
Sites have been selected, and any 
development that occurs in the area 
takes into account the fact that the 
sites are there. 

Thus, it will not be possible, as 
mentioned by Mr. Manning Robert- 
son in yesterdav’s Jrish Times, to 
build houses in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood of these sites. 

The Drogheda plan provides for a 
commercial airport and _ seaplane 


base in the Boyne estuary. The 
Tralee Urban Council has made 
similar provision at  Blennerville, 


Tralee Bay, while the Meath County 
Council have provided, in their 
planning scheme, for an airport and 
seaplane base at a point near Lay- 
town and Bettystown. Al these 
schemes are in connection with a 
general development plan, The site 
of the aeroplane base at Waterford 
will be the Kilbarry marshes. 

Mr, F. A. Gibney, the Dublin 
architect, who is planning officer to 
Drogheda, Tralee and Meath. said 
yesterday that he believed that ten 
years after the cessation of hostili- 
ties civil flying would be as popular 
and as general as omnibus travel. 

The possibility of Sligo being 
linked up in the internal air service 
is being discussed there. The 
Mayor (Councillor W. J. Tolan), and 
the secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce (Mr. J. A. McLoghry) 
have expressed approval of the sug- 
gestion, and stressed the advantages 
it would be to the town. 


VACCINATION ACT

An appeal against the convicticn 
and sentence, on behalf of each of 
the men, was lodged yesterday, and 
it is possible that it will come up for 
hearing the week after next. i: is 
understood that the grounds of 
appeal vary for each, and that they 
are open and general. ' 


The Germans are 
rushing reserves from other parts of 
the front to this sector, but the 
tussians are holding their on- 
slaught with incessant counter- 
attacks. One Soviet unit accounted 
for 500 Germans in a fierce engage-

The Radio also stated that south- 
east of Leningrad, after Russian 


groups forced a crossing of the Vol- 
khov River three days ago, the 
Soviets made another attack against 
a German bridgehead on this front 
yesterday. “In heavy fighting 
Jasting several hours the enemy was 
driven bacx, losing 12 tanks,’’ it was 
claimed. Russian air activity along 
the entire front was said to have 
considerably increased in the past 
few days.—(Reuter.) 

Moscow Radic, quoting a Tass 
correspendent, sad that Soviet 
forces, on an unspecified sector, had 
repulsed numerous attacks for five 
days and nights. ‘‘ Having exhausted 
the enemy by a counter-blow, the 
Russians disicdged them from a 


village, killing 1,800.” 


BERLIN REPORTS 

LONDON, Friday.—A High Com- 
inand spokesman quoted by the 
German Radio to-night said that a 
group of Russians cut off north of 
the Kuban River on Thursday made 
desperate attempts to break out 
towards the east, but the greater 
part was annihilated and thousands 
of prisoners and a large quantity of 
war material captured. Isolated 
Seviet forces in the same region were 
either wiped out or taken prisoner, 
it was claimed. Between the lower 
reaches of the Don and the Sal, 
German and Rumanian troops, he 
said, continue to push the enemy 
back in hard fighting. 

The German News Agency claims 
that after a rapid advance the 
spearhead of the German armies is 
now approaching the oil centre of 
Maikop.—({Reuter. ) 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 

MOSCOW, Thursday.—To-night’s 
Soviet communiqué states: ‘‘ During 
August 7th our troops fought fierce 
engagements in the areas of Klets- 
kaya, to the north of Kotelmikovo, 


Armavir and west and south of 
Kushchevskaya. In the Baltic one 
of our warships sank an enemy 


transport of 8,000 tons. 

‘During August 6th units of our 
Air Force destroved or damaged 
some 50 German tanks and armoured 
cars and 200 lorries with troops and 
supplies, 50 waggons with ammunl- 
tion And four fuel tank lorries. They 
silenced 10 field and A.A. batteries, 
blew up five munition dumps, 
wrecked a railway train and dis- 
persed and partly annihilated some 
two battaiions of enemy infantry.

Sag Japanese are preparing 
attack Russia, according to 
the London Director of the 


Chinese Ministry of Information. 
The situation on the Eastern 
Russian frontiers in the Far East 
was extremely grave, he said, and a 
probable attack was indicated on the 
eastern maritime provinces of Soviet 
Russia. The Japanese were also dis- 
posing troops to resist any flankin 


movement by the Russians an 
Chinese. 
General Yamashita, the Com- 


mander-in-Chief in Malaya and the 
Philippines, one of the greatest 
Japanese generals, had gone to 
Kirin, in Eastern Mongolia, from 
where he would be in a good posi- 


‘tion to attack Vladivostock. Troops 


were also moving from the south to 
reinforce the Japanese already there. 
Japanese air strength in Manchuria 
had been brought up to at least one 
thousand ‘planes, concentrated in 
the north-east, presumably for a 
‘blitz’ on the eastern ‘end of the 
Trans-Siberian Railway and on the 
important towns of Kahabarossk and 
Blagobeschemsk, as well as Vladivo- 
stock. 

The Japanese, he said, were also 
concentrating troops on the southern 
edge of the Mongolian plateau, 
across which the Russians could 
strike down the Gulf of Chilhi, and 
were hastily endeavouring to fore- 
stall any attack from the Chinese or 
prevent their joining up with the 
Russians. 

There was also a report, he said, 
of a Japanese plan to complete the 
railway from Shanghai to Singapore 
with a branch at Rangoon, but the 
Chinese hold parts of the present 
railway. Japan wanted such an 
inland means of transport to ease 
her shipping situation and for 
switching troops between scattered 
fronts. They were strengthening 
their hold on the coastal provinces 
of China to prevent them being used 
as air: bases from. which to bomb 
Tokyo. Everything suggested Japan’s 
intention to attack Siberia at a time 
in the present Caucasus battle, to 
be determined by Japanese and 
German General Staffs. 

LOS ANGELES, Friday—A Chung- 
king radio report, heard to-night, 
said that Mr. Saito, Japanese Am- 
bassador to the U.S.S.R., had asked 
Russia to lease Vladivostock and a 
large part of maritime Siberia to 
Japan, Mr. Saito was said to have 
told the Soviets that Japan was de- 
termined the Allies should not use 
Siberian bases to bomb Japan 
proper.—({Reuter ) 


BUTTER PROSPECTS 


Between 50 and 75 per cent. of 
the normal butter supply will be 
issued to the public until December, 
and then it is hoped with the aid 
of.stocks now being put into cold 
storage, to increase this to 75 per 
cent. 

These, an Irish Times reporter 
learns, are our butter prospects until 
the next production season. The 
present shortage has been caused by 
three factors—the storing of butter 
for the winter, a decrease in produc- 
tion, due to an increase in the 
amount of land under crops, and an 
increase in consumption. 

As foreshadowed in the /rish 
Times recently, it is unlikely that 
butter will be rationed directly, but 
wholesalers with whom the reporter 
talked yesterday believe that heavy 
curtaNments will have to be made 
to prevent a really drastic shortage 
in March. 


LUMINOUS BLOODSTAINS 


A new process of detecting blood- 
stains by making them luminous 1s 


described by Dr. John McGrath, 


State Pathologist, Dublin, in the 
British Medical Journal. In 


difficult eases the ‘‘ luminescence” 
test is of special value, he writes. A 
solution is finely sprayed on the 
stain, and results in a marked bluish- 
white luminescence clearly visible in 
the dark. It persists for some 
minutes, and can be readily photo- 
graphed. The older the stain the 
more marked and clear is the light 
effect. Very slight traces of blood- 
stains, containing haematin and not 
detectable to the naked eye, become 
readily apparent. The process leaves 
the stain available for all the usual 
tests.

Gutenberg 


Johann Gutenberg was born at 
Mainz in Germany in 1397. 
Little is known of his ear’y life, 
but it has been established that 
about 1454 he developed the 
idea of printing with movable 
type. Like many great in- 
ventors, he died a poor man. 
His best and earliest works were 
perhaps “ The Bible of Thirty- 
six Lines’’ (a Vol. fol.) and the 
Mazarin or Gutenderg Bible. 
He died in 1468.

India and the War 
The Indian Congress has 


clarified its attitude towards 
Great Britain, and towards the 
war. Its attitude was in need of 
clarification, because Mr. Gandhi 
appeared to hold fundamentally 
different views, in certain respects, 
from those of the other leaders á 
and, since Mr. Gandhi wields 
great power in India, nobody 
could tel] exactly where the Con- 
gress, as a whole, stood, Yester- 


day both Dr. Azad, the President, 


and Mr. Gandhi, speaking at the 
opening session of the ‘All-India 
Congress Committee, made state- 
ments that amount to almost 
precisely the same _ thing. 
Formulating the party’s policy, 
Dr. Azad said that it required 
the immediate transfer of power 
from British to Indian hands, 
after which India would enter 
without hesitation into alliance 
with Great Britain. That promise, 
at all events, will give some re- 
assurance to Britain and her Allies. 
Many of the Congress pronounce- 
ments—notably those of Mr. 
Gandhi—during recent weeks 
sugyested that the party had little 
or no interest in the result 
of the war, and was willing 
to take the risk of a Japanese 
invasion so long as India was 
rid of British rule. Naturally, 
this suspicion did much to 
harden the hearts of Britain 
and | the United States, and the 
Congress Party’s stock slumped, 
despite the fact that Mr. 
Jawaharlal Nehru and other 
leaders made no secret of their 
‘““ pro-Allied ’’ sympathies. Now 
the party has made its attitude 
clear beyond doubt; it is for the 
Allied cause, and against the 
“Axis”; it does not insist upon 
the withdrawal of British and 
American troops, but says that, 
if the transference of power is 
accomplished, they are more than 
welcome to stay and partake in 
the defence of India. Mr. Gandhi 
himself has deferred to Mr. 
Nehru’s more “ realistic’’ pro- 
gramme, and describes him as 
““mxy teacher in these matters”; 
he adds that he does not wish to 
be ‘‘the instrument of China’s 
defeat, or of Russia’s,’’ and denies 
that he harbours the slightest 
hatred for the British; the advent 
of the Japanese, he says, would 
be more than a mere change of 
masters—it would be a “dangerous 
thing.” To that extent, then, the 
Congress leaders have declared 
their hand. 

Nevertheless, the principal bone 
of contention remains. The Con- 
gress Party still stands firm on 
its demand that Great Britain 
shall hand over power forthwith. 
There almost certainly will be 
differences of opinion within its 
ranks before the session closes; 
for many prominent members, un- 
easily alive to the proximity ef 
Japan’s armies, are in favour cf 
concentrating upon defence and 
postponing the political issue 
until the end of the war. Yet the 
party’s leaders are as one, and 
there is no reason to suppose that 
they will change their minds. 
The stage is being set for a 
spectacular struggle in India. 
Britain has stated her policy; she 
will not concede independence .o 
India until the end of the. war. 
Sir Stafford Cripps carried her 
proposals there two months ago, 
und beyond those proposals she is 
not prepared to go. The Congress 
leaders are not less definite. 
They want independence—or what 
amounts to independence—at once. 
If they get it, all will be well. 
If not, they propose to initiate a 
nation-wide campaign of “ non- 
violent non-co-operation,’’ or civil 
disobedience. It would be wrong 
to under-estimate the force of this 
threat, particularly in time of war, 
Britain has had to take eivi] dis- 
obedience seriously—even when it 
was employed on a comparatively 
small scale—in the past, and it 
would be infinitely more formid- 
able now, when it would handicap 
production, hamper the move- 
ments of troops and, perhaps, pro- 
vide opportunities for Japanese 
infiltration. The question is: 
Which side will climb down? 
Alternatively, is it possible that 
the Congress Party, recognising 
Britain’s difficulty, will adopt a 
less extreme course of action—will 
consent to defer its threat for, 
say, a year, or even will accept 
a joint guarantee, from Britain 
and America, of full independence 
immediately the war ends? We 
have a feeling that some such 
compromise will be reached, if 
only because the Congress Party 
realises the appalling difficulties 
of a transfer of power. What, for 
example, could be done about the 
Moslem League, which will have 
nothing to say to any settlement 
that does not provide for the 
partition of India? Can Congress 
take the risk of civil war?

The Phoenix Plate 


The evolution of two-year-old 
form is one of the most fascinating 
studies of the racing season. 
Nominally every horse has its 
birthday on January 1st, and, as 
there naturally is a difference of 
several months between the ages 
of the oldest and the youngest of 
them, a steady stream of new colts 
and fillies arrives upon the racing 
scene from the time when the most 
advanced of them make their 
début in the early spring. By mid- 
summer it is possible to calculate 
which are the most promising 
animals of their year. Except in 
rare cases the future Oaks and 
Derby winners have made their 
appearance; the sires of the years 
to come, whose progeny will add 
honour to the names of their fore- 
bears, have attracted attention 
already. Two-year-old form, so 
often confusing when the youngsters 
are beating one another in the 
months of May and June, has 
settled down by August; and in 


the Phenix Plate, the most valu- 


able race of its type in this 
country, the racegoer can depend 
upon seeing the best of the 


juveniles in competition. Popu- 


larly known as the ‘‘ Fifteen 
Hundred '—since the value of 
the race is £1,500—the great two- 
year-old race makes the second 
August meeting at the Park one 
of the outstanding metropolitan 
fixtures of the year. This year’s 
Plate, which will be run to-day, 
is even more interesting than 
usual; for the colts and fillies of 
1942 have been remarkably incon- 
sistent. The unbeaten The Pheenix 
—named, it is believed, because of 
the rosy prospects which he was 
thought to have in this race—is 
likely to start favourite. From 
the Curragh, however, comes news 
of great confidence in Fabulous, 
from the notably successful Collins 
stable, while Scots Guard, a stable 
companion of The Pheenix, is said 
to be even a faster horse. The 
greater the doubts and confusion, 
of course, the greater the interest - 


in the race must be. Whatever 
may be the result, the winner will 
have his or her name inscribed on 
the rolls of equine fame, and, if 
the war ends soon enough, ought 
very shortly to be in transit either 
to America or England, there to 
add further credit to the reputa- 
tion of Irish horse-breeding and 
racing.
